On January 11, 1974, an armed gang of dacoits 
crossed over from Pakistan into Indian territory. On 
getting the information, a patrol party was sent under 
the command of Head Constable Khet Singh to ap- 
prehend the dacoits. Working on the footprints of 
camels the patrol party pursued the dacoits and were 
able to locate the gang in the early hours of 1 3th Jan- 
uary, 1974. On sensing the approaching patrol partly, 
the dacoits placed themselves in a commanding posi- 
tion. The patrol party drove further with determina- 
tion and challenged the gang to surrender when they 
were within 50 yards of the location of the gang. The 
police party was fired upon. In the face of enemy 
firing, Head Constable Khet Singh skilfully organised 
a clever deployment of his force. 

The party was devided into two groups, one group 
was asked to engage the enemy while the Head Cons- 
table along with Constable Debi Singh tried to surprise 
the dacoits by an approach from the rear. Despite 
grave personal risk and with great professional skill, 
they managed to close in and killed one of the dacoits. 
This demoralised the gang ‘and they tried to escape. 
At this stage at grave personal risk to their lives both 
Head Constable Khet Singh and Constable Debi Singh 
sprang up from their position and apprehended two 
members of the gang. The patrol party succeeded in 
capturing 20 camels and also ammunition.

On the night of 2 1st April, 1974, Shri Subodh

force and laid an ambush al two strategic points for 
interception of the gang, After a long wait, the Ins- 
pector noticed a taxi suspiciously approaching a Power 
Loom Factory. On being challenged an occupant of 
the taxi whipped out a pipe gun and fired front it.
